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Legerdemain and Cruelty ; and as the Inſolent Ariſto- 
cracy ſet us out as Jacobins, Levellers, Fellows of no 
Property, the Swiniſi Multitude, the Seditious Scum of 
the Earth, So have theſe benevolent National PRIETS 
Rung the Tocſin of alarm upon the Beſt of Men, envi- 
ouſly and Maliciouſly marking them to the Common- 
alty as Atheiſts, Heretics, and Blaſphemers. 

Men who have endeavoured to eaſe the People 
bending (like Iſſacher's Aſs) under enormous loads of

cutions:— I have Citizens, in my laſt Lecture, demon-

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ſtrated how Church and State began the league in 
Conſtantine's Time, and the General Defection from 
the true Principles of Religion, when KIS s MADE 
LAWS TO BIND the Freedom of MIND 


Force firſt made conqueſt and that conqueſt Law, 
Till Superſtition taught the Tyrant Awe ; 

Then ſhared the Tyranny, then lent it aid, 

And Gods of Conquerers, Slaves of Subjects Made. 


I ſhall now proceed to that curious Trick play'd 
off by the ur aps of the eccleſiaſtical and civil Powers, 
the Croiſaides they found the People diſpoſ'd to look 
deeper, than they wiſhed they ſhould, into the foun- 
dation of IN TALLIBILIT TSI and DpIVINE Ricar, 
to prevent which, they ſent Emiſſaries to ſtir up a War 
againſt an IN OFTENSLIVx PEOPLE Inhabiting the 
Regions of Paleſtine; under pretence of recovering the 
Holy City Jeruſalem, and fox Tye GLory oF THE 
Cur1sTIAN REiicioxn. Our Anceſtors under the 
Auſpices of their Kings and Prieſts went, and numbers 
of the poor Payncm's were MASSACREED at firſt, 
I ſuppoſe becauſe they did not believe a houſe ſailed 
three hundred Leages in the Air, or clſc denied the 
infallibility of Emperor Peter's uNIVIRSAL Pickrx. 
Soon however did the Inhabitants rally again—they 
ſtood up for their Country, and ſo maul'd theſe heroic 
KNIGHTS, SQUIRES, BASTARDS, KINGS, 

RIESTS and THIEVES, that when the Chriſtian 
Hoſt returned they looked exactly like the red coats after 
the heroic attack at Quiberon Bay, out at the elbows. 
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This Stratagem had the defir'd Effects. as it took off all 
enquiresof his Holineſs's Infallibilityſhip for ſome time; 
and the miſerable Tools effeftually ſerv'd the purpole 
ofeccleſiaſtical and civil Deſpots by ſtuffing the Peoples 
Minds with the wonderful Atchievements of their 
Knights againſt the Saracens and to extenuate their own 
Cowardice; reported theſe Saracens to be at leaſt as 
big as Giant Pantagruel, who eat forty Windmills for 


poach'd Eggsas a Breakfaſt, hence came the ſign of the 


Saracen's Head. This was the Age of Chivalry, this was 
the period Burke lamented, but he nced not be under 
great concern, for their are now Gigantic Frenchmen, 
who have, in defence of their Liberty, beat double their 
number cf our beſt Veterans, and exploded the old 
Gaſconade, that oxs ENGLISHMAN is at any time a 
match for ten Frenchmen. 

The next grand period of Eccleſiaſtical Tyranny 
was the proſecution of the Lutherans and Calviniſts, 
theſe Annals Citizens ſhould ever be before you, thele 
were glorious times for KINGS and PRIESTS! I am 
informed not leſs than fifty million of People were deſ- 
troyed in fourteen hundred Years, by the ignorance of 
the Multitude and Cruelty of the Priefts, and the in- 
quiſition alone in four years murder'd one hundred and 
fiſty thouſand by lingering Torments, Nor were women 
or infants [pared by theſe ſanctiſied Ruffians,. the P riefts ! 
the venerable Clergy were the inciters of theſe horrid 


Devaſtations ! Nor can I excuſe crown'd Heads! the 
. | Lord's 
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Lerds anointed as they ſtiled themſelves, joined the 
Eccleſiaſtical Power in Pillage and Plunder, but for

Flout them not good Friends, your Great Grand Mo- 
thers kiſs'd the old Breeches of St. Thomas a Becket, for 
the ſame Pious Purpoſe !!! Ye advocates for HOLY 
WATER, to waſh away your Sins, I will dire& 
you to a more DELICIOUS FOUNTAIN for it! 
Go to the cape of Good Hope, ſquat down in the 
circle of Hottentots on a Feſtval Day ; for behold the 
HIGH PRIEST pulls out his GEAR and lets fall a 
plenteous Shower, in equal diſtribution, on the Heads 
of all the FAITHFUL : It has falt as well as yours, 
and muſt gain a greater Virtue by paſling thro” his di- 
vine Entrails, than yours by having Latin a Prayer ſaid 
Over it. 

Fellow Citizens I have in the Lecture before and as far 
as I have gone in this endeavour'd to ſhew the abor.ina- 
ble cxutLtY of ECCLESIASTICAL TYRANNY, and the

A National Church in its moſt uſeful point of view, 
appears to me ſo far from being of ſervice to a Nation 
of Freemen, that it will in time undermine and deſtroy 
Liberty, it has in all States or Governments that have 
adopted it, been a cauſe of Diſſentions and bloody Maſ- 
ſacrees and did at laſt, in times of Barbarity, wreſt the ex- 
ecution of the Laws from thc civil Magiſtrate to ſcreen 
Ru fans under its wing, as in the caſes of SAancTuA- 
RIES, and trod the Liberties of the People under foot. 
It is contrary to Juſtice, becauſe Men have no right to 
pay for what they want not, and chuſe what Religion 
you will for the Government, all Men are not in mat- 
ters of Opinion of one mind.—lt is Blaſphemous, be- 


cauſe it is forcing a Man againſt his conſcience to ſup- 


port principles that he may diſbelieve and think falſe: 
in ſhort it ſhould be baniſh'd as a moſt infernal project 
from every Government that has 7uſ ice, Truth and 
WWifdom for its Supports, and buried in Oblivion as the 
main crutch cf Cruelty and Tyranny. The advocates 
for a National Religion, ſay that people will grow Im- 
moral and Brutiſh, but I affirm the contrary upon theſe 
reaſons, firſt it would be the bulinels of a well regulated 

republic, 
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republic, to plant CIVISM and FRATERNITY, 
(which have their. Foundation in Virtue and Morality) 
in the Breaſts of the riſing Generation as the greateſt 
Security to their Liberty, nay each adult Citizen will 
perceive that he cannot preſent to the Common-wealth a
